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THE  C.P.A.  LAW  OF  MONTANA 


( Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  191)7,  Title  66,  Chapter 
18.) 

“Section  66-1S01.  Certificate  of  certified  public  ac- 
countants— when  granted.  The  certificate  of  ‘certified 
public  accountant’  shall  be  granted  by  Montana 
State  University  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
University)  to  any  person  who  is  (a)  a citizen  of 
the  United  States  or  who  has  duly  declared  his  or 
her  intention  of  becoming  such  citizen,  and  who  is 
and  has  been  a resident  of  the  state  of  Montana  for 
at  least  one  (1)  year  prior  to  the  date  of  his  applica- 
tion, and  (b)  who  is  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21) 
years,  and  (c)  who  is  of  good  moral  character,  and 
(d)  who  is  a graduate  of  a high  school  with  a four 
(4)  years’  course  or  has  had  an  equivalent  education, 
or  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  has  had  suffi- 
cient commercial  experience  in  accounting  so  that,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  board,  the  requirement  of  a four- 
year  high  school  course  or  equivalent  education  may 
be  waived,  and  (e)  who  shall  have  successfully  passed 
examinations  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  general  ac- 
counting, in  auditing,  in  commercial  law  as  affecting 
accountancy,  and  in  such  other  related  subjects  as  the 
board  of  accountancy  may  deem  advisable. 

“Section  66-1S02.  Admission  of  certified  public  ac- 
countants from  other  states.  Every  person  who  is  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  or  who  has  bona  fide 
declared  his  intention  to  become  a citizen  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  who  has  been  a resident  of  the  state  of 
Montana  at  least  one  year,  and  who  is  the  holder  of  a 
valid  certificate  as  certified  public  accountant,  issued 
by  another  state  where  the  requirements  entitling 
him  to  practice  as  such  certified  public  accountant 
are  substantially  equivalent  to  those  of  this  state, 
may  be  admitted  to  practice  as  a certified  public  ac- 
countant in  this  state  upon  the  production  of  his  cer- 
tificate and  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  char- 
acter ; but  the  university  may  examine  the  applicant 
as  to  his  qualifications,  and  if  it  finds  the  applicant 
qualified,  it  may  issue  a certificate  in  such  form  as 
to  clearly  indicate  the  conditions  under  which  the 
same  was  issued. 

“Section  66-1803.  Board  of  examiners  in  accountan- 
cy— appointment — term.  For  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  qualifications  of  persons  applying  for  ex- 
amination, under  the  provisions  of  section  66-1801,  the 
state  board  of  education  shall  appoint  a board  of  ex- 
aminers in  accountancy,  consisting  of  three  members, 
each  of  whom  shall  possess  a certificate  as  certified 
public  accountant  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
act.  The  members  first  appointed  on  the  board  here- 
under shall  hold  their  offices  until  July  1st,  1935. 
The  members  subsequently  appointed  on  the  board 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 

“Section  66-1804.  Rules  and  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  university . The  university  shall  prescribe 
all  useful  and  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
conduct,  character  and  scope  of  the  examinations,  the 
methods  and  time  of  filing  applications  therefor,  and 
all  other  rules  and  regulations  necessary  or  proper, 
fully  to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
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“Section  66-1805.  Time  of  examinations — notice.  The 
board  of  examiners  in  accountancy  shall  hold  exami- 
nations at  the  university  at  Missoula,  Montana,  or  at 
the  state  capitol,  in  Helena,  Montana,  as  often  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  university  shall  be  necessary,  but 
in  no  event  less  frequently  than  once  each  year.  Thir- 
ty days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such 
examination  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  published 
once  a week  for  three  successive  weeks  prior  to  the 
date  thereof,  in  three  daily  newspapers,  no  two  of 
which  shall  be  published  in  the  same  county. 

“Section  66-1S06.  Fee  for  examination  and  certifi- 
cate— re-examination.  The  university  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  the  examination  and  certificate, 
provided  for  in  section  66-1801,  a fee  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  payable  in  advance  at  the  time  of  making  ap- 
plication therefor.  Any  applicant  who  shall  fail  to 
pass  an  examination  shall  be  entitled  to  further  ex- 
aminations within  the  next  two  succeeding  years  fol- 
lowing such  failure,  but  at  such  times  only  as  the 
board  of  accountancy  shall  hold  the  regular  examina- 
tion, prescribed  in  section  66-1805.  Such  applicant 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  examination  in 
each  year,  providing,  that  for  each  additional  exam- 
ination, after  the  failure  of  such  applicant  to  pass,  a 
fee  of  five  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  said  applicant  for 
each  additional  examination. 

“Section  66-1807.  Cancellation  of  cei'tificate — grounds 
— hearing — investigations.  The  university  may  cancel 
any  certificate  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
for  unprofessional  conduct  or  other  sufficient  cause ; 
provided,  that  written  notice  shall  have  been  forward- 
ed by  registered  mail  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to 
any  hearing  thereon,  addressed  to  the  holder  of  such 
certificate  at  his  last  known  address,  and  appointing 
a date  for  a full  hearing  thereon  by  the  university ; 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  certificate  shall  be  re- 
voked until  after  a hearing  shall  have  been  had.  The 
university  shall  establish  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  conduct  of  such  hearings  as  to  it  may  appear 
necessary  and  proper,  and  in  its  discretion  may  ap- 
point a commission  of  disinterested  persons  to  take 
evidence  and  prepare  and  submit  findings  and  rec- 
ommendations. 

“Section  66-1808.  False  statements  by  accountants — 
misdemeanor — penalty.  Any  person  practicing  as  an 
‘accountant’,  ‘public  accountant’,  ‘auditor’  or  ‘certi- 
fied public  accountant’,  in  this  state,  who,  because  of 
negligence,  gross  inefficiency,  or  wilfulness,  shall  is- 
sue, or  permit  the  issuance  of  any  false  statement 
of  the  financial  transactions,  standing  or  condition  of 
any  corporation,  partnership,  or  individual  business 
undertaking,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  imprisoned  for  a period  of  not  less 
than  ninety  days  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  subjected 
to  both  said  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

“Section  66-1809.  Annual  license  fee — declaration  of 
university.  On  application  by  the  holder  of  a certifi- 
cate of  ‘certified  public  accountant’,  issued  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  on  or  before  December  31st  of  each 
year,  filed  with  the  university,  together  with  the  pay- 
ment of  an  annual  license  fee  of  five  dollars,  the  ap- 
plicant’s name  shall  be  registered  by  the  university 
and  included  in  a declaration,  which  shall  be  issued 
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annually  by  tlie  university,  containing  a copy  of  this 
law  and  an  alphabetical  list  of  such  accountants  as 
have  so  registered,  their  certificate  numbers  and  their 
addresses,  but  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall 
operate  to  cancel  any  certificate  of  any  certified  ac- 
countant otherwise  in  good  standing. 

“Section  66-1810.  Unauthorized  practice  as  certified 
public  accountant — penalty — ‘ public  accountant ’ and 
'certified  public  accountant ’ defined.  Any  person  who 
shall  represent  himself  as  having  received  a certifi- 
cate, as  provided  in  this  act,  or  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  231,  of  the  revised  codes  of  Montana,  1921, 
or  who  shall  offer  to  or  attempt  to  practice  as  a cer- 
tified public  accountant,  or  chartered  accountant, 
or  who  shall  employ  the  abbreviation  ‘C.P.A.’  or 
‘C.A.’,  or  any  similar  words  or  letters  to  indicate  that 
he  is  a certified  public  accountant,  or  chartered  ac- 
countant, without  having  been  granted  a certificate 
as  such  by  the  university  or  under  the  laws  of  an- 
other state ; or  who,  having  received  a certificate  as 
certified  public  accountant  under  the  laws  of  this  or 
another  state,  shall  have  lost  the  same  by  revocation 
or  annulment  and  who  shall  continue  to  practice  as 
a certified  public  accountant,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned 
for  a period  of  not  less  than  ninety  days  nor  more 
than  one  year,  or  subjected  to  both  said  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

“A  ‘public  accountant'  is  one  who  offers  his  services 
professionally  for  pay  to  the  general  public ; and  a 
‘certified  public  accountant'  is  one  who  shall  have  re 
ceived  a certificate  as  such  under  this  law  or  prior 
laws  of  the  state  of  Montana,  or  some  other  state. 

“Section  66-1811.  Priorly  issued  certificates  not  af- 
fected. Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  nullify,  invalidate  or  otherwise  affect 
any  certificate  as  certified  public  accountant  hereto- 
fore issued  by  the  university  under  the  provisions  of 
prior  acts. 

“Section  66-1S12.  Disposition  of  funds — expenses 
of  board,  how  paid.  All  funds  received  under  this  act, 
or  under  or  by  virtue  of  prior  accountancy  laws  shall 
be  received  by  the  university  and  paid  into  the  board 
of  accountancy  fund. 

“The  members  of  the  board  of  examiners  in  account- 
ancy shall  receive  their  actual  traveling  and  hotel  ex- 
penses incurred  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  as  imposed  upon  them  by  this  act,  but 
shall  receive  no  other  compensation.  Such  expenses, 
together  with  the  expense  of  preparing  and  issuing 
certificates,  publishing  notices  of  examinations,  and 
all  other  expenses  arising  from  the  administration  of 
this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  university  from  the  fees 
received  from  applicants.  In  no  event  shall  any  ex- 
penses arising  from  the  administration  of  this  act 
become  a charge  against  the  funds  of  the  university 
or  the  state  of  Montana.”
